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DOES OUR WARREN SEWAGE PLANT SITE FLOOD? 


LEST WE FORGET. Warren is 
about to spend two and one-half 
million dollars on a sewage plant 
and the system leading to it. Warren 
seems to have a propensity for 
building its major facilities in areas 
that flood; - the hospital, B e a t y 
school, Memorial field, and some 
even want to do it with the new 
high school. 
Perhaps flooding does not hurt a 
sewage plant, though it seems one 
might be very much out of use if 
the 
river waters 
were 
flowing 
through it. The site on which we 
are supposed to build the new plant 
does flood, and in a time of em er­ 
gency it seems we would be foolish 
to accentuate it by putting our sewage 
system out of order. 
Perhaps there is an emergency 
method of pouring all of the sewer 
into the river during such a period, 


but is this practical when it may be 
possible to build on dry land? Land 
is the cheapest portion of the pro­ 
ject. And our pumping stations are 
not installed. There still is time 
to lead our sewers to a higher site. 
This can be done by moving west 
of Warren, or by moving only a few 
hundred feet to the east of the 
present site. There is higher ground 
there, and the line already runs 
through it. 
This picture tells the story. It 
was taken during the 1956 flood, 
and shows water on both sides of 
the railroad tracks just west of 
the hospital. The sewage plant site 
is in the middle of the lake just 
above the tracks and just to the 
right of the Thomas Coupling plant. 
Land south of the Coupling plant 
is dry, and through it runs the line 
which will lead to the sewage plant. 


If a flooded sewage system is im­ 
practical, the answer is simple. 
We don’t even need to change our 
plans. 
The actual cost of the sewage 
plant and system may be no less 
than $1,500,000, according to those 
close to the plans. The site in­ 
volving such an expenditure cer­ 
tainly deserves careful considera­ 
tion. 
* * * 
lf the Kinzua dam is a reality, 
plans for the plant certainly will 
be different than those required for 
one that needs defense against the 
river’s flow. However, with flash 
floods always a danger in an area 
so well supplied with creeks, runs, 
and steep watersheds, the best de­ 
fense might be to build sufficiently 
high to avoid any possibility of 
trouble.

PLANS FOR NEW SERVICE 
The Bell Telephone Company of 
Pennsylvania has proposed a plan 
for serving Lottsville, Chandlers 
Valley, Sugar Grove, and the neigh­ 
boring area which would include a 
dial office at Sugar Grove.

However, there are people who do 
not pay rent, and exceptional situa­ 
tions can be found where practically 
none of the real estate load is as­ 
sumed by some residents. One ex­ 
ample is those who work for state 
institutions and for whom housing is 
provided by the state. 
To reach these, the per capita is 
a poor method. It is poor because it 
takes so little from them while 
penalizing many so unfairly. The low 
wage income earner, with a large 
family and perhaps several depend­ 
ent parents, will pay more tax than 
the wealthy bachelor.

So why are we not using the 
earned income tax? It will yield 
far more and will do it in a far 
fairer way. 
It is a tax against 
earned income, and consequently 
the bigger the pay envelope the big­ 
ger the tax. Which is as it should be.

The opposition in the case of War­ 
ren always has come from neighbor­ 
ing communities or townships. So, 
let them use it also, instead of the 
per capita. Conewango township thus 
would reach its hospital residents^ 
and all would touch a source much 
richer than the per capita and much 
fairer.

To do this will require courage.

This 
involves natural gas and suggests 
a steady conversion from manufac­ 
tured and mixed gas, the sales of 
which dropped about 40 per cent. 
Meanwhile, natural gas common 
stocks climbed to a new high of 
$43.97 per share. Dividends aver­ 


aged $1.91, representing a 9.8 per 
cent increase and an annual yield 
of 4.4 per cent.

Moody’s, also climbed, reading 26 
per cent higher than a year ago. 
Dividends averaged $2.29 a share, 
a 11.7 per cent jump.

PIPELINES MAY BE SEPARATED 
The supreme court decision rela­ 
tive to the control of General Motors 
by DuPont may set up a precedent 
for action in several fields. One of 
these may be the oil and natural gas 
industry which some believe is con­ 
trolled by about five major compan­ 
ies.

PURE MILDNESS, PURE TORPOR 


lf there’s a trend of any sort in 
the past season and the outlook for 
the next one, it is toward shows 
that don’t require very much of the 
h o me 
audience. 
By that I mean, 
the popular shows 
of the last season 
and the ones that 
wi l l be 
widely 
imitated next sea­ 
son don’t involve 
you 
emotionally 
very much 
and 
don’t even 
re ­ 
quire you to pay 
very close atten­ 
tion. 
Take Perry Como as a particu­ 
larly conspicuous example of this 
trend. The show opens With Como 
singing, usually 
with a group. You 
don’t have to catch the opening 
You can tune in fifteefi minutes 
late without really missing any­ 
thing crucial except the beginning 
of the running gag which every 
musical show has built into it these 
days. Mr. Como is relaxed to the 
point of torpor and this has proved 
highly 
salable - if you believe 
ratings. The sketches, if you can 
call them that, are all done in the 
spirit of we’re-only-fooling-please- 


don’t-take-it-seriously. 


G G G 
This same spirit pervades the 
Dinah Shore show and will, I’m 
willing to bet, be the guiding spirit 
of half a dozen im itators. On the 
other hand, Sid C aesar and Jackie 
Gleason, to name two people that 
won’t be around next season, did 
demand quite a lot more of the 
spectators. 
Neither 
comedian, 
heaven knows, was dealing in high 
comedy or deep thinking but their 
sort of foolery did demand at least 
that you pay attention. You couldn’t 
tune in fifteen minutes late without 
missing the point of the jest. 
There are other signs pointing in 
the same direction. There will be 
fearful toll next season in the hour- 
ong drama where the playwriting 
ranged from good to awful but where 
the intentions were almost always 
fairly serious. Here again the play­ 
wright demands that the guy at home 
not only pay attention but become 
emotionally committed. Some of the 
most rewarding things on television 
have been hour-long dramas but all 
of them have asked for some effort 
on the part of the home audience 


And while the hour-long serious 
drama is falling by the wayside 
what is taking its place? Well, two 
types of shows that are going to be 
all over the spectrum are westerns 
and whodunits. Both require a little 
more of the spectator than listening 
to a singer but not much, even the 
most adult western wouldn’t strain 


the intelligence of an eight-year-old. 
You and your eight-year-old son 
know instantly who are the villains 
and which way they went - and what 
else do you have to know? Whodunits 
insist that you pay attention to some 
degree but the amount of emotion 
asked of the viewer is almost nil. 
You know very well they’re going to 
track down the killer and the only 
question is when and how.

I don’t think there’s any question 
of the trend toward the light, the 
frivolous, the surface, the p re ­ 
digested type of entertainment - how 
deeply does Lawrence Welk move 
you, for instance? And that leads us 
to ask why this is so. The chief 
reason I think is inherent in the 
nature of the audience and the c ir­ 
cumstances under which it watches. 


It IS a home audience. It is small - 
from one to three people - and it is 
only half committed to the screen. 
In the theater or at the movies, 
there is nothing else to do. Once 
you get there it would take a very 
bad movie or very bad play to send 
you scurrying back home. Also, the 
audience itself imposes attention and 
by a sort of group catalytic action 
deepens your sense of participation. 
The same scene has more impact in 
theater than at home. 


At home there are endless small 
distractions. You can turn the set to 
another station or off altogether

without having ruined your evening. 
The program is there byminute-to- 
minute suffrance which can end at 
any time and be resumed at any 
time. Therefore it is not altogether 
surprising 
that 
very 
successful 
shows are being tailored (and I think 
unconsciously tailored because I 
don’t think anyone is deliberately 
aiming at this sort of audience) to 
fit the special circumstances of the 
observer. 
If this is the trend, it ought to be 
understood, It ought also to be check­ 
ed. Because the end result will be 


pure mildness, pure torpor, pure 
opiate. While the ratings climb high­ 
er and higher, the degree of attention 
goes lower and lower until the viewer 
will barely be able to remember 
what he has seen. This would be 
deplorable and it would not be the 
broadcaster’s fault entirely. Part of 
the blame would be on the viewer for 
giving so little of himself to the 
entertainers and to the shows that 
come into his living room.

A cartoonist would have had a 
ball-point ball. In fact we have seen 
some done on this situation and up 
to now we thought the artists were 
letting their imaginations through 
the sound barrier, but now we know. 
We have done some home-leaving 
for camp at tender ages but no one 
gathered at the point of departure to 
offer last minute advice about our 
teeth or double-check theirmemory 
concerning our equipment. We had 
that list made out weeks ahead, and 
it was put together and inventoried 
at least twenty-four hours- in ad­ 
vance. 
This juvenile delinquent hopped 
into a car, a train, or a truck, or 
loaded his luggage thereon and took 
off by foot, and no one waved him a 
tearful farewell. (Thankfully.) 
Of course we were not as mature 
as the modern child who has the 
benefit of radio and television to 
smarten him up at an early stage. 
The difference may be that we saw 
our parents every day and every 
evening, and all involved were ready 
for a short vacation. Today they 
may not see the old boy until they 
take off for camp.

For what it would cost to visit 
a hotel for a few nights they spend 
weeks on the road and see much 
more. They also are together in 
wholesome surroundings and are 
working and playing together. 
All have a part in making camp. 
The tent is used only for privacy 
and not for sleeping. Or it can be 
a refuge in bad weather. It goes 
up in about four minutes with a 
center pole. The air mattresses 
are pumped up in a few minutes, 
the stove is set up, simple dishes 
brought out, and all is ready for 
the night. 
The fields, streams, and wood­ 
lands are their playground, and they 
can do about anything they choose, 
whether it be fish, play ball, golf, 
swim, listen to the car radio, or 
just loaf. 
On one trip they traveled through 
several states, saw many interest­ 
ing places, took numerous colored 
pictures, and paid out only $300. 
Try two weeks of hotel living and 
eating, plus other relative expen­ 
ses for anything close to that amount. 
(We are speaking of a family of 
four.) 
In addition to the equipment al­ 
ready mentioned they carry little 
more than an axe, small shovel, 
hatchet, usual car tools, a lamp, 
stew pan, fry pan, and whatever 
they need for fun. 
Every state offers camping sites, 
sim ilar to those we know of around 
here and every state offers you 
maps which direct you to areas 
where you can spend your camp­ 
ing days. Self reliance, coopera­ 
tion, clean fun, and a close family 
relationship are a few of the major 
assets developed.

OPEN FISHING 
The season is wide open on any 
kind of fish you want to catch in 
Pennsylvania, and will remain that 
way until September 2, when brook, 
rainbow, and brown trout may be 
caught for the last time this year. 
The new era for bass started 
Saturday, and suggests the years 
prior to 1917 when this kind of fish 
was not listed among those pro­ 
tected. The season for large mouth 
and smallmouth bass runs until 
March 14. 
The fishermen did not act that 
way Saturday. They poured onto the 
streams as though bass were legal 
game for only one week end. The 
river was covered with boats and 
cars filled most available parking 
spots near the stream. 
The weather, of course, contribu­ 
ted to the turn-out. It was perfect 
day to be on, in, or near the water. 


As for the catch we are not very 
well informed. A few seemed to be 
doing fairly well, but we saw plenty 
with nothing in their creels. 
But all were having a good day in 
the open. One young man had his sup­ 
plies 
neatly distributed on h is 
shoulder and back, and was fishing 
the Allegheny on foot. We saw him 
in the morning, and he still was at 
it many miles downstream in the 
early evening. He had eaten, walked, 
rested, fished, and spent a happy day 
wandering along the beautiful wa­ 
ters. 
The biggest catch we saw was a 
major supply of fresh air, sunshine, 
relaxation, and in the case of those 
who walked (or rowed) a good bit of 
exercise. (Especially by those who 
lugged boots for many miles.)

WHERE’S BOBWHITE? 
Some are wondering what became 


of the quail co vies which once kept 
guns busy in wide open country well 
spotted by rail fences and brush 
clumps. And there you have a big 
share of your answer. The fence is 
gone and much of our mechanical 
farming today is done so cleanly 
that brush borders do not exist. 
The quail has lost his retreat. 
He also has lost his food. He 
once followed the farmer and was 
the farm er's friend in that his 
feeding habits did little damage 
and much good. He did like grain, 
and with it always came the quail. 
But most farms now are using 
much acreage for other crops and 
the quail has moved away. 
His return will not be possible 
under present conditions because 
he is not apt to change his habits. 
He wants grain, safe shelter, and 
weed fields near his natural pro­ 
tection. He also likes those old rail 
fences. Stock him in such an area 
and he will do fairly well. 


However, if such facilities are 
concentrated so that the hunting 
also will be heavy in a small area, 
the result is obvious.

BEAR CUB PROBLEMS, AGAIN 
People seem to divide into two 
classes when it comes to wildlife. 
Either they are too kind or too 
cruel. Game Protector Vern Van 
Order, of Elk county, reports: 
“ Early in May I received frantic 
calls from people who said that when 
four bear cubs, in a tree along Route 
255, attempted to come down to join 
their mother someone grabbed at 
them or threw sticks, forcing them 
back up. 
“ At the scene I found about 300 
persons jammed right up to the tree. 
Autos and people completely blocked 
the highway. The cubs (each the size 
of a volley ball) were about 20 feet 
above ground, crying to beat the 
band. The worried mother bear was 


back on the hillside, in sight but 
fortunately not showing too much 
anger. 
“ I succeeded in shaming the peo­ 
ple into moving a short distance 
from the tree. (When women are 
present the suggestion that babies 
should not be separated from their 
mother has quite an effect.) After 
the people moved, three of the cubs 
climbed down and joined their moth­ 
er. I watched the fourth until dark 
but he stayed in the tree. However 
he was gone when I returned the 
next morning.”
